Blind Plant 
Aide Fired 
In Shortage 


A former office manager of the 
state factory for the blind at 
Bainbridge was dismissed after 
he ‘fraudulently converted to his 
own use’’ $3,044.59, State Auditor 
B. E. Thrasher Jr. said Tuesday. 


Thrasher said the money was 
taken by Edward A. Kramp from 
sales and from collections of ac- 
counts receivable. 


State Welfare Director Alan 
Kemper said Kramp reimbursed 
the factory for the full amount. 

The audit of the factory’s fi- 
nances for the year ended last 
June 30, in which the. shortage 
was reported, also listed some ir- 
regularities in payroll accounts, 
criticized bookkeeping  prace- 
dures and report the factor 
apparently was Wiratite at 
loss. 


STEPS TAKEN 


Kemper said steps are being 
taken to correct the accounting 
deficiencies listed in the audit. 


He said expiration of govern- 
ment contracts caused an oper- 
ating loss in the final three 
months of the fiscal year but the 
factory now is negotiating for 
new contracts and re-entering the 
commercial field. Mattresses and 
brooms are the chief products. 


The audit reported that for the 
fiscal year the factory showed a 
profit of $1,196, but that opera- 
tions in the last three months 
showed a loss of approximately 
$80,000, indicating a ‘‘considera- 
ble loss in the next fiscal year.”’

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Grand Jury Looks 
Hard at the Airport 


The Atlanta Airport, one of the busiest 
in the nation, has been under investiga- 
tion and criticism by the Fulton County 
Grand Jury. 

The jurors noted the airport’s all-too- 
obvious deficiencies. They recommended 
that as a possible solution the port be 
removed from complete control of the 
city government and turned over to an 
authority for operation. 

The jury’s presentments noted “alle- 
gations of mismanagement, malpractice 
and abuse of authority for private gain.” 
Rufus Darby, foreman of the jury, said, 
however, that much of the jury’s time was 
devoted to a discussion of the traffic situ- 
ation and lack of adequate fire protection. 
Mr. Darby said that as a result of the in- 
vestigation, he personally was satisfied 
there was nothing dishonest in the air- 
port's management. 

The approaches to the airport have 
been a matter of discussion and contro- 
versy since the end of World War II. 
They still are a matter of discussion and 
controversy, and if any really definite 
moves have been made toward building an 
access road from the south expressway to 
the airport, they are among Mayor Harts- 
field’s best-kept secrets. 

Other airport deficiencies are too well 
known to the traveling public to be em- 
phasized again. Briefly, most facilities are 
inadequate and poorly kept. There is a 
“temporary” terminal building that shows 
signs of becoming as permanent a fixture 
of the area as Stone Mountain. Certain- 
ly, the whole system of concessions at the 
airport should be reviewed for the bene- 
fit of the unfortunates who are forced to 
linger there because of bad weather or 
poor conmections. 

The grand jury suggested an authority 
as one way to improve conditions, 
a measure that now seems extreme and 
premature. The city, if it wishes, can begin 
to right the wrongs at the airport today.

World Watches France 
With Hope, Prayer 


While the free world watches with 
equal agony, the French National As- 


sembly agonizingly moves toward accept- 
ance of West Germany as an armed ally 
in the Western community. 

Premier Mendes-France made it clear 
to the group before it gave him its vote of 
confidence early Tuesday on German en- 
try into NATO that the whole issue rested 
on the first vote. Despite this victory for 
the premier, there is great uneasiness that 
the French may upset the applecart again 
today on the remaining two votes of con- 
fidence. 


The reason for the uneasiness is de- 
scribed by one writer as due to the 
“capriciousness’ of the French lawmak- 


ing body which only a few days ago voted 
against admitting West Germany into the 
West European Union. Now that it is put 
to a vote of confidence, the outcome is 
likely to follow the pattern set on the 
NATO question. 

Mendes-France, who has won victory 
after victory since he took office last June, 
Is again risking his political . career. 
Should he win this bout, he will emerge 
with even more shaky foundations. But 
under his guidance, the French govern- 
ment has achieved more stability than it 
has in more than a decade. 


Even though he wins all his battles 
on the present German question, the 
Western allies will still look warily upon 
France—because of political instability. 
If he loses, then some other alternative 
must be found to incorporate Germany in 
the West’s defense plans. 


The truth is, though, that no effective 
security pattern can be established in 
Western Europe without both France and 
Germany. Meanwhile, the free world holds 
its breath in the hope that today’s vote 
will be affirmative and that France will 
join with the United States, Britain, Ger- 
many and Italy in a united front in fac- 
ing up to the Russian threat to Western 
Europe.

Civil Defense Workers 
Mean To Be Ready 


On the surface Atlanta appears normal. 
The streets are full and the people are 
busy. There are tensions, of course. Some 
of the faces are drawn and tired, the re- 
sult of worry and strain. But, in the 
world we live in, temsions are as normal 
and accepted a part of life as breakfast 
cereals. 

In an office in the city a group of 
men and women today will plan. the 
evacuation of Atlanta. In these days of 
hydrogen bombs and war from the air, 
there is no hiding place. Any city with 
any strategic importance must be ready, 


although the chances of its destruction 


may range from remote to almost im- 
possible. 

Current doctrine is to evacuate, rather 
than build shelters from the bombs. In 
the event of a direct hit on downtown 
Atlanta, civil defense officials estimate 
there will be more than 400,000 persons 
from the metropolitan area who must be 
cared for elsewhere. They have decided 
that Atlantans will refugee from the 
flaming city to whatever nearby towns 
can handle them, just as their aneestors 
did in the sixties. « 


The refugee centers have been se- 
lected, and the number of persons they 
can care for has been ascertained. The 
number varies from 1,100 Atlantans for 
Towns County to 39,650 for Spalding. 

It is business as usual today for most 
Atlantans. For civil defense workers it is 
the day to plan the second evacuation of 
the citizens of Atlanta, an event that 
everyone fervently hopes never will come 
to pass.

The Planners Warn Us 
Of Rough Roads Ahead 


The National Planning Association 
cautions the nation that the growth of the 
economy has failed to keep pace with 
the labor force and increased output per 
worker. 


This nonpartisan group, composed of 
representatives of business, labor, agri- 
culture and the professions, warns. that 
this growth must be accelerated unless 
we are to have a gradual increase in un- 
employment. 

The association seems to have hit upon 
a key point of the American economy—in- 
creased output per worker and the trend 
to automation creates certain problems 
that must be solved. These are not only 
economic, but social. 


Industrial efficiency and increased pro- 
duction are lost unless the products can 
be sold in the market place. Distribution 
of the industrial product is just as impor- 
tant as the fact of production, So payrolls 
must be maintained. 

-Growth brings on staggering prob- 
lems of keeping our social institutions 
apace with the increase in population, too. 
We have a vast backlog of public works— 
highways, schools, airports, etc. To catch 
up with the backlog and to maintain the 
status quo thereafter will require billions 
of hours of labor and billions of dollars in 
money. 

The nation’s business and govern- 
mental leaders face thé future confidently 
and with promises that the complex prob- 
lems ahead can be solved. Secretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey—the most impor- 
tant man in the Eisenhower cabinet on 
economic matters—says that the nation’s 
economy can and must provide the 
weapons of defense and an “ever higher 
standard of living as well as the social 


services which our people want and 
need.” 
Mr. Humphrey also added that the 


nation’s economic sights had been raised 
to bring these goals within range. That is 
the meaning of President Eisenhower's re- 
cent predictions.

But Few Quote Line Right

“Pride goeth before a fall,’’ murmured the man at my side, as 
we watched a couple of experts being badly whipped in a bridge 


tournament. 


I nodded in agreement, but wondered (as I have many times be- 
fore) why most quotations are so persistently misquoted, when the 
original is just as simple to give, and often makes more sense. 


The Bible says, ‘‘Pride goeth be- 
fore destruction, and an haughty 
spirit before a fall,’’ but almost 
nobody else says so. Why should 
the distortion be popular, and the 
cerrect wording abandoned in 
limbo? 

We are told, in the’same widely 
read book, that we shall eat bread 
by the sweat of our face—which 
everyone changes to ‘brow,’ for 
reasons too obscure to fathom. 


Shakespeare has suffered as 
many changes as the Bible. The 
most famous distortion occurs with 
a line from ‘‘King John,’’ where 
he tells us it is a ridiculous excess 
“to gild refined gold, to paint the 
lily.”’ 

Yet, everyone turns it into ‘‘gild 
the lily,"’ which is not only a 
change in word, but a change in 
sense: For Shakespeare meant it 
is silly to paint the lily even whiter 
than it is, just as it is silly to put 
gilt on gold. 

In mimicking: Hamlet's grave- 
yard scene, 99 persons out of 100 
will declaim: ‘‘Alas, poor Yorick! 
I knew him well,”’ instead of, “I 
knew him, Horatio.’’ How did 
“well” happen to creep into the 
phrase? ns 

Likewise, in “As You Like It,” 
the jester, Touchstone, speaks of 
his bovine country maid as ‘‘an ill 
favored thing, sir, but mine own.” 
Even writers, who should know 
better, insist on changing it to ‘‘a 
poor thing, but mine own.’’ 

In ‘The Merchant of Venice,”’ 
one of the characters makes the 
now classic comment,."'The devil 


can cite scripture for his purpose.”’ 
This phrase is used all the time— 
and ‘‘cite’’ is always changed to 
*‘quote.”’ 

No particular harm is done by 
these misquotations, and only a 
pedant would seriously object to 
them. Yet, they illustrate not only 
how the words of the past are per- 
verted by time but also how er- 
rors often become more firmly em- 
bedded than truth in the general 
mind. The devil may cite scrip- 
ture, but few of us really quote 
Shakespeare.

“highest respect for the grand 
jury,"’ the mayor added he felt 
that the jury's investigation com- 
mittee “did not have all the 
facts.’’ Me said he would go into 
the matter further in a few days. 

Jury Foreman Rufus M. Darby, 
however, told The Constitution 
that ‘‘a lot of the allegations”’ in 
the jury’s file came from people 
with political axes to grind. 

Darby said. there is ‘nothing 
as bad as some would have you 
to believe’ in the files and 
added: 

“T am satisfied there is nothing 
crooked and nothing dishonest in 
the airport operations.”’ 

Sen. G. Everett Millican and 
Reps. Ham Lokey and Hoke 
Smith all said they would be op- 
posed tq legislation setting up 
such an authority. Rep. Muggsy 
Smith was out of town and not 
available for comment. 

Hoke Smith declared he does 
not think the authority is needed. 
“The airport,’’ he added, .“‘is 
operated all right by the city.”

authority”’ until he heard ‘‘some 
strong reasons why it should be 
set up in view of the fine job the 
city has done in operating She 
airport.’

cause he believed the state is 
now nearing a ‘saturation point’ 
on such financing.’’ 

Airport Mgr. Jack Gray said that 
the airport would be in politics ‘‘no 
matter how it is set up.”’ He added 
he could see no advantage in an 
authority. 

OTHER CITIES 

The jury's’ recommendation on 
the airport said that because of 
the interests of Hapeville, College 


Park and East Point, which lie 


near the port, ‘the City of At- 
lanta cannot be alone in every 
decision regarding the. manage- 
ment of the airport and the final 
decision of construction of thé 
new permanent airport.” 

Declaring that it is the jury’s 
studied opinion that ‘‘too much 
consideration has been given to 
the factor of monopoly concessions 
and revenue derived therefrom 
for the city,’ the jury said it 
recognized the ‘‘full import from 
a political standpoint’ of its rec- 
ommendation. 

Remainder of the jury’s pre- 
sentments dealt. with overcrowé- 
ed conditions at the Fulton Coun- 
ty jail, rehabilitation of county 
public works prisoners, sentenc- 
ing of criminals and filing of po 
litical campaign expenditures by 
candidates. 

COUNTY PRISONERS 

Regarding campaign expense 
reports, the jury recommended 
that the present law regarding 
such reports should be ‘‘repealed 
or rewritten,’’ because it is so 


vague at present that it is ‘“‘of 


absolutely no value.”’ 

The law requires all candidates 
to report campaign expenses to 
the comptroller general. None of

A political candidate might easi- 
ly comply with Georgia laws re- 
quiring filing of campaign ex- 
penditures reports and yet report’ 
only a minute part of the funds 


Fulton Sol. Gen. Paul Webb has 


told the Fulton Grand Jury. 

Webb said in a brief written 
for the grand jury that there is 
no requirement in the campaign 
expenditures law that any amount 
of campaign expenses incurred by 
other persons on behalf of the 
candidate be reported. 

Although candidates themselves 
are limited to expenditures of $25,- 
000 during the campaign, ‘“‘there 
is no provision anywhere that gov- 
erns the receiving or spending of 
campaign contributions by any vol- 
untary group or groups on behalf 
of any particular candidate,’’ Webb 
wrote. 


“INCURRED BY THEM” 


The laws require that a cCan- 
didate report ‘all campaign ex- 
penses incurred by them,’’ Webb 
pointed out, ‘‘showing the amount 
of money expended in such cam- 
paign, the purposes for which it 
was used and the sources from 
which it was derived.”’ 

This, he explained, would re- 
quire nothing more than a gen- 
eral statement of the amount of 
money expended by the candidate 
himself and a general statement 
of the purposes for which the mon- 
ey was used. ’ 

Although failure to comply with 
that law is a misdeameanor, only 
possible penalty for violating the 
code section is impeachment from 
office. There is no criminal pun- 
ishment provided in the law ‘even 
if the candidate should spend any 
amount of money he should de- 
sire,’ Webb concluded. . 

The grand jury, which was spe- 
cifically charged to examine the 
campaign expenditures, used 
Webb's brief to back up its recom- 
mendations Tuesday that such laws 
should either be repealed or re- 
written. 


CHECKED REPORTS 


Following a discussion with J. | 
M. Stephens of Harland Bartholo-| 
mew & Associates, the firm which | 
drew up the so-called ‘‘Bartholo- 
mew Plan,’”’ and with zoning of- 
ficials, the ‘commissioners said 
they probably would consider 
adopting the zoning resolution in 
January. 

Commission Chairman Archie 
Lindsey said the commissioners 
were “not completely satisfied 
with the hearings in that the 
Municipal Planning Board would 
hear county matters and not city 
matters.’’

2. Ask that the law be changed 
so as not to allow the Planning 
Board to hold hearings, but only 
to make recommendations. 

3. Either change the represen- 
tation on the board or set up a 
county zoning board. 

If the Municipal Plahning Board 
is going to hear only county Zon- 
ing matters, then there ought to 
be a county board, he added. 


MORE DISCUSSIONS 


No more public hearings on the 
controversial zoning resolution 
are planned by the commission, 
but Lindsey said during the meet- 
ing that the commissioners might 
discuss its provisions with indi- 
vidual groups before final adopt- 
tion of the resolution. 

Lindsey and Commissioners 
Tom L. Camp and James H. Al!- 
dredge, who will compose the 
new three-man board which takes 
office in 1955, also set the board’s 
reorganization meeting for 2:30 
p.m.

Most Anemias Linked | 
To Deficiency of Iron | 


In bygone days, iron was 
given to everyone who looked 
pale and pasty. If the coloring 
matter in the blood (hemoglo- 
bin) was low, improvement fol- 
lowed. Otherwise, nothing hap- 
pened because the pallor of the 
remainder stemmed from too 
little fresh air, sunshine and 
exercise, 

In this respect, looks are de- 
ceiving and the blood test is a 
more scientific way to diag- 
nose anemia. 

There are many types of 
anemia, but those resulting 
from a deficiency of iron are 
most common, 


But there are other causes. 
The body's iron depots may 
be depleted through hemor- 
rhage. Infections, chronic ill- 
nesses, or gastorintestinal dis- 
orders often interfere with ab- 
sorption or utilization of this 
mineral. 


Most children enter the world 
with enough iron to last several 
months. Nature planned it this 
way because milk contains lit- 
tle iron. When the pregnant 
woman is anemic, she may not 
be able to provide the infant 
with enough to tide him over 
the milk stage. In the circum- 
stances, anemia develops. 

Nowadays we have little to 
worry about along this line. 
Most physicians stress the im- 
portance of good nutrition dur- 
ing pregnancy and do a blood 
count if anemia is suspected. | 

Foods rich in iron are given 
early, including egg yolk, ce- 
reals, vegetables and meats. By 
the end of the first year, the tot 
is beginning to show a prefer- 
ence for table foods. 

When a schedule like this is 
followed, anemia seldom occurs 
unless the tot acquires a chron- 
ic infection or is bothered with 
frequent colds. 

In areas where poverty 
abounds, nutritional standards 
usually are low. When this is
